foure pence then he ſhal diſtraine the Game of enerpſuch Owner, 
that ſo doty faile of payment. |

18 It is ozdamed tt at no perſon make ſale of any white Swans 
no2 make deliuery of them, without the maſter of the Game be pꝛo⸗ 
ſent,o2 his Deputv, with other & wan berds next adiopning;bpen 
pa ine to fozfeit fozty ſhillings : wheroffir ſhillings eight pence to 
him that will infoꝛme; and the reſt to the U ings Maieſtie. 

19 It is ozda ined, that no perſon ſhall lav Leapes,ſet any Pets, 
02 Dꝛagge, within the common ſtreames 03 Uiuers vpon the day 
time, from the Feaft of the lnuention ot the Croſſe, vnto the Feaft 
of Lammas : bpon paine ſo oft as they be found ſo oſfending to foz- 
felt twenty ſhillings. |
